An Act to prevent Frauds by the Adulteration of 
Pot-Aſh and Pearl-Aſh. 


HERE. As the Manufacture of Pot-Afh and Pearl Aſh is of 
great Importance to this Government, and as there are great 
 _ Complaints of groſs Adulterations in ſaid Manufacture, which 
if not prevented, may not only. be of great Diſadvantage to the Province 
in general, but to honeſt and induſtrious Individuali, and wholly deſtroy 
that valuable Branch of Manufacture: 


Ze it enatted by the Governor, Council, and Houſe of Repreſentatives, 
That every Manufacturer or original Owner of any Pot-Aſh or Pearl- 
Aſh made for Sale, ſhall upon each Caſk or Veſſel, in which ſuch Por.

firſt Letter of his Chriſtian Name, and with his Sirname at length, as al- 
ſo the Name of the Town or Diſtrict in which ſuch Pot-Aſh or Pearl- 
Aſh was made; and every Perſon offering to ſell any Pot-Aſh or Pearl- 
Aſh (the Caſk or Veſſel in which the fame is contained not being branded 
as aforeſaid) ſhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Five Pounds, : 


And be it further enacted, That the branding of each Caſk of Pot- 
Aſh or Pearl-Aſh as herein before by this Act required, ſhall be done in 
the Preſence of the Perſon who ſhall be employed to convey. the ſame 
to Market, and at the Time of his taking the fame into his Poſſeſſion, 
and ſuch Perſon ſhall at the Delivery thereof at the Market, make Oath 
before a Juſtice of the Peace that the ſeveral Caſks of Pot-Aſh or Pearl- 
Aſh by him fo delivered, were branded by the Manufacturer or Vender 
thereof in his Preſence, and at the Time of his receiving them for Tranſ- 


portation, and that they have been in hisCuſtody, and ſo far as he knows,

And be it further enacted, That any Perſon who ſhall adulterate any 
Pot-Aſh or Pearl-Aſh by mixing the ſame with any Lime, Marine 
Salt, or any other Matter foreign to the Nature of thoſe Commo- 
dities, or by any other Way or Manner what ſoever, and afterwards offer 
the ſame to Sale, ſhall forfeit and pay aSumnot exceedingT hirty Pounds, 
nor-leſs than Five Pounds, according to the Nature-of the Offence, tor 
each Fon thereof, and ſo in Proportion for any greater or ſmaller Quan- 
tity of Pot-Aſh or Pearl-Aſh. 


And be it further enacted, That in Caſes where a ſtrong Suſpicion of 
Adulteration ariſes in either Pot-Aſh or Pearl-Aſh, if any credible Perſon 
ſhall make Complaint to a Juſtice of the Peace in theCounty where ſuch 
Pot-Aſh or Peart-A fv ſhall be offered to Sale, it ſhall bein the Power of 
ſuch Juſtice, firſt raking ſufficientSecurity of thePerſon ſo complaining to 
reſpond and pay the Perſon or Perſons whoſePot-Aſh orPearl-Aſh ſhall be
